Judge Oliver dismissed the jury 
after five men on the panel in­ 
dicated that they would tak e ac­ 
tion against anyone, with or with­ 
out the benefit of the law, who 
should call them 
“a 
son-of-a- 
bitch.” 
The question came up after the 
jury had been selected and had 
been instructed by Judge Oliver 
that they must hear the trial with 
an open mind and no prejudices. 
Prosecutor Robert A. Dempster 
then 
told 
the 
jurymen 
that 
evidence in the trial would show 
that Pete Harwell, who died after 
a fight with Grimes on Sik eston’s 
westside Sept. 25, 1950, had been 
called such a name. 
After the five men made their 
stand clear on the question, other 
members seemed undecided or con­ 
fused about the issue. 
It was then that Judge Oliver 
dismissed the entire jury and or­ 
dered the sheriff to bring in an­ 
other venire.

M a ny astonishing beliefs about 
the mystical p owers of dogs h ave 
been drea m ed up, circulated, and 
accep ted over the p ast fifty th ou­ 
sand or so years that m an and 
canine have

friends. Strangely enough, m any of 
th e m yths still survive; p robably 
everybody has h eard a few of them. 
Som e go back a long way. M a ny 
yea rs ago in China, strip s of p ap er 
im p rinted with the head of a dog 
w e re sold as ch arm s to help one 
m a n force his will on another. It 
was considered logical, for e xa m ­ 
ple. for a man to rub the c h arm 
against 
an 
e ne m y 
w hom 
he 
thought should die. 
M any p rimitive races all over 
th e world thought they could ac­ 
quire b ravery by eating the flesh 
of courageous dogs. Dogs in ancient 
J a p a n w ere regarded as symbols 
of good luck and w hite dogs were 
considered 
p arti cula rly 
lucky. 
Prim itive agriculturists in 
m any 
areas of the world believed the 
best way to end a drought was to 
sacrifice a black dog to the rain 
1 gods. And black dogs w ere the butt 
of m a n y other cruel sup ersitions. 
Usually arising from the 
notion 
that 
they 
w ere 
sup er-dem ons, | 
som e w hat more to be feared than 
black cats. 
In m ore recent times, such non­ 
sense ideas as th ese have gotten 
around: Engaged couples should 
shun dogs because if one walks b e­ 
tw een them their m a rria ge will be 
unh ap p y. The howling of a dog 
h eralds death — that dogs howl 
w h en they see coffins in the s k y, ! 
that a corp se will be brought from j 
th e direction the dog looks as 
howls, and other local versions 
th e sam e dismal p rop hecies. 
O th er sup erstitions have p ut the 
dog in a much h ap p ier light. For 
instance, it was believed— and still 
is, here and the re— that a friendly 
stray dog brings good luck w ith 
him. Ja p ane se legends almost in- 
ariably p icture th e dog as an all- 
p ow erful p rotector of m a nk ind and 
w ort h y of an honored p lace in the 
home. In ancient Italy dogs were 
p ainted on gates and ripors b e ­ 
cause

th ought 
that

would drive off evil spirits. 
T h e A m erican settlers came a- 
ci oss 
ti ibcs of 
dog-worship p ing 
Indians in their travels westward. 
For instance, the Iroquois believed 
that a white dog w as th e best rep ­ 
resentative they could send to their 
G re a t Spirit, so they disp atched 
one every year during their season 
of p rayer. The Dog Rib Indians in 
the West are sup p osed to have 
br<~n m en transform ed from dogs.

In the action already taken the 
p ast week, the House has indicated 
its dissatisfaction 
with the 
a d ­ 
ministration of the p resent Act and 
has been attem p ting by legislation 
to correct some of th e more ob ­ 
jectionable features by restricting 
the authority of th e President, act­ 
ing through the Office of Price 
Stabilization, and has been w riting 
into law some p rovisions which 
heretofore have been adm inistered 
through O PS regulations. The 30- 
day extension und e r which con­ 
trols are being adm inistered like- 
he wise contains m a ny restrictions. 
0 f 
O ne of these regulations which 
would be affected is covered by an 
am end m e nt adop ted by th e House 
which 
would re m ove 
slaughter 
quotas w hich have been and which 


are still in effect limiting the n um ­ 
bers of livestock which may be 
slaughtered by the p acking houses. 
Contrary to the theory adop ted by 
OPS, those of us who sup p orted 
the House a m e nd m e nt 
believe 
there will 
be less likelihood of 
blaekm arkets op ening up if live­ 
stock is p ermitted to flow in an un ­ 
restricted volume through legiti­ 
m ate channels. 
Another am end m e nt which I b e ­ 
lieve will be adop ted before the bill 
is finally ap p roved in th e House, 
is one to be offered by C hairm an 
Cooley of the House Com m ittee on 
Agriculture, which would p ermit 
all agricultural p roducts to reach 
p arity levels before controls are 
imposed. 
One of the most controversial 
subjects in p rice control legislation 
is that concerned with roll-backs. 
While I can ap p reciate the de­ 
sirability 
and 
recognize 
the 
justification for rolling back prices 
on m a ny commodities w hich have 
advanced out of all p rop ortion to 
th e general increase in prices, I 
think I also recognize the imp os­ 
sibility of doing this w ithout im- 
posing an unbearable b urd e n upon 
many innocent p arties. It is easy 
to say that all prices including 
wages should be rolled back to the 
level of J uly 25, 1950, but take for 
exa m p le the grocer with w h om you 
deal and who comp letely turns his 
stock every few weeks. He has 
been rep lenishing his stock from 
week to week on a rising market, 
and to ask him to cut back his 
prices to the p r e - w a r level would 
in m any cases force him to sell 
foodstuffs at a p rice less th an he 
p aid for m a ny articles, which in 
turn would in some cases force the 
op erator out of business and into 
bankrup tcy. I think in this instance 
it is fairly easy to und ers ta nd the 
imp racticability if not 
the 
im ­ 
possibility of at tem p ting to go back 
through the wholesaler, th e p ack­ 
er, the processor, and th e p roducer, 
not to mention the m id d lem a n and 
the transp ortation comp anies in­ 
volved in order that each segment 
of 
industry 
involved 
could 
roll 
back its prices and make' a restitu­ 
tion in the form of a refund to the 
retailer to com p ensate for the losses 
which he wotild be comp elled to 
take. 
I am of the same op inion now 
th a t I was last fall w hen I voted 
for PRICE and W A G E controls 
across the board. In my op inion we 
MUST have a control law with 
S TR IC T enforcem ent now to “ hold 
the line.” I am working to th e best 
of my ability to p revent any fur­ 
ther inflation and am hop eful that 
w e can p ass a law w hich will be 
effective in this emergency.

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At Possum Trot Farm 
Race Against Rain 
iTo Get the Hay In

Like you folks in the city, we 
always have w eather of one sort 
or an other on the farm. The other 
afternoon at 4 o’clock, some 40 
young farmers from Stc. Gen evi­ 
eve county and their in structor 
un der the G.I. agricultural tran - 
ing program w ere just leaving the 
farm in their cars and trucks. We’d 
spent three hours walking over, 
the fields, inspecting the pastures 
and the cattle, talking about lan d 
and water management, and look­ 
ing over the ponds and wildlife 
areas.

TAKE IT FROM AN OLD PRO, 
WINE TASTING ISN’T FUN

NEW YORK—i/P;—After a hard 
day at the office, Fran k Schoon- 
m aker comes 
home 
tired 
from 
drinking, but not drunk. 
In some quarters this may be 
regarded as thoughtless waste of 
the perfect alibi, since Schoonmak- 
cr is a professional wine taster. 
But in working hours, he says, he 
can ’t afford to swallow the stuff. 
He tastes and then spits it out. 
“In one day,” he reports, “I may 
taste as m an y as 
100 different 
wines. If I swallowed it, I’d be 
plastered before lunch.” 
Schoonmakcr, a wine importer 
and author of books on wines (his 
latest: “A Dictionary of Wines” ), 
says tastin g wine professionally 
isn’t much fun. 
“It takes too much out of you,” 
he ex plains. “It deman ds too much 
concentration. You can ’t carry on 
a conversation or do an ythin g else. 
You have to be absorbed in the one 
thing. It’s like a critic listening to 
music. He can ’t hear an ythin g else 
at the time.” 
On a tasting day, Schoonmakcr 
doesn ’t smoke or eat any highly 
flavored foods which would dull 
the edge of his taste buds. Each 
taste involves about a tablespoon 
of wine and requires about two 
min utes for tasting, an alying and 
makin g notes. 
First, 
Schoon maker 
ex amines 
the color. He can tell a chemically 
colored wine from a 
n aturally 
colored one just by a glance. If 
the color is off, he won’t even 
smell it, much loss taste it. 
Nex t, lie sn 1 Is the wine and 
grades the bouquet. He does this 
by swishing it aroun d in the glass. 
The more the inside of the glass is 
coated with the stuff, the greater 
the bouquet. 
Now he is ready to taste. 
“I swish it aroun d in my mouth,” 
ho says. “ I draw in air over it. I 
breathe out through my 
nose. 
T h at’s importan t because m uch of 
the taste is in the nose. Some wines 
seem good when they first hit you 
but they don ’t have a persistent 
flavor as the taste leave you.” 
Now he thinks about what he’s, 
just tasted. About the fruitiness of 
the flavor and the specific grape 
involved, about possible flaws, a- 
bout whether it’s too old or too 
young (Alsatian Sylvan er Wine, 
for ex ample, should be un der five 
years; after that it loses its fruiti­ 
ness), about balance or w hether the 
win e is too acidic. 
He doesn’t like to be asked which 
tvpe of wine he likes best. “It’s 
like,” he says, 


and swallows a lot of wine, about 
half from California and half im­ 
ported. 
“My wife and I love it,” he says. 


“We drin k about 50 cases a year,

WINE TASTING ISN ’T FUN

NEW Y O R K — 1/}’)—After a hard 
day at the office, F rank Schoon- 
m ak er comes 
home 
tired 
from 
drinking, but not drunk. 
In some q u arte rs this m ay be 
regarded as thoughtless w aste of 
the perfect alibi, since Schoonm ak- 
er is a professional w ine taster. 
But in w orking hours, he says, he 
can ’t afford to swallow the stuff. 
He tastes and then spits it out. 
“In one day,” he reports, “I m ay 
taste as m any as 
100 different 
wines. If I swallowed it, I’d be 
plastered before lunch.” 
Schoonm aker, a w ine im porter 
and au th o r of books on wines (his 
latest: “A D ictionary of W ines” ), 
says tasting w ine professionally 
isn’t m uch fun. 
“It takes too m uch out of you,” 
he explains. “ It dem ands too m uch 
concentration. You can’t carry on 
a conversation or do anything else. 
You have to be absorbed in the one 
thing. It’s like a critic listening to 
music. H e can ’t hear anything else 
at the tim e.” 
On a tasting day, Schoonm aker 
doesn’t sm oke or eat any highly 
flavored foods which w'ould duil 
th e edge of his taste buds. Each 
taste involves about a tablespoon 
of w ine and requires about tw'o 
m inutes for tasting, analying and 
m aking notes. 
First, 
Schoonm aker 
exam ines 
the color. He can tell a chem ically 
colored w ine from a 
n atu rally 
colored one just by a glance. If 
the color is off, he w on’t even 
smell it, m uch le^s taste it. 
Next, he sn -11s the w ine and 
grades the bouquet. He does this 
by sw ishing it around in the glass. 
T he m ore the inside of the glass is 
coated w ith the stuff, the greater 
the bouquet. 
Now he is ready to taste. 
“ I swish it around in my m outh,” 
he says. “ I d raw in air over it. I 
b rea th e out through m y 
nose. 
T h a t’s im p o rtan t because m uch of 
th e taste is in the nose. Som e wines 
seem good w hen they first hit you 
but they don't have a persistent 
flavor as the taste leave you.” 
Now he thinks about w hat he’s 
just tasted. About the fruitiness of 
the flavor and the specific grape 
involved, about possible flaws, a- 
bout w h eth e r it’s too old or too 
young 
(A lsatian S vlvaner Wine, 
for exam ple, should be under five 
years; after that it loses its fruiti­ 
ness), about balance or w hether the 
w ine is too acidic. 
He doesn’t like to be asked which 
tvpe of wine he likes best. “ It’s 
like,” he says, “asking a m an which 
of his four children he likes best.” 
Schoonm aker, 
now 
is 
45 
and 
favors crew h aircu ts and bowties, 
got into w ines by w ay of the n ew s­ 
paper business. H e had 
alw ays 
loved w ine and as a correspondent 
in P aris he 
m a d e a 
hobby 
of 
travelling to F ren ch vineyards and 
collecting all kinds of data on the! 
subject. 
Back in th e U nited States after | 
the repeal of prohibition, the New 
Y orker M agazine w as looking for 
a wine expert. Schoonm aker w as 
retained for a series of 20 articles.

TAKE IT TROM AN OLD PRO. 
WINE TASTING ISN T F I N 
By Saul Pelt 
For Hal Boyle 
NEW YORK—l/P)—A fter a hard 
day at the office, Frank Schoon- 
m aker comes 
home 
tired 
from 
drinking, but not drunk. 
In some quarters this may be 
regarded as thoughtless w aste of 
the perfect alibi, since Schoonm ak- 
er is a professional w ine taster. 
But in working hours, he says, he 
can’t afford to swallow the stuff. 
He tastes and then spits it out. 
‘‘In one day,” he reports, ‘‘I may 
taste as m any as IOO different 
wines. If I swallowed it, I’d b e ! 
plastered before lunch.” 
Schoonm aker, a w ine im porter 
and author of books on wines (his 
latest: ‘‘A Dictionary of W ines” ), 
says tasting wine professionally 
isn’t m uch fun. 
“It takes too much out of you,” 
he explains. “It dem ands too much 
concentration. You can’t carry on 
a conversation or do anything else. 
You have to be absorbed in the one 
thing. It’s like a critic listening to 
music. He can’t hear anything else 
at the tim e.” 
On a tasting day, Schoonm aker 
doesn’t smoke or eat any highly 
flavored foods which would dull 
the edge of his taste buds. Each 
taste involves about a tablespoon 
of wine and requires about two 
m inutes for tasting, analying and 
m aking notes. 
First, 
Schoonm aker 
exam ines 
the color. He can tell a chem ically 
colored w ine from a 
naturally 
colored one just by a glance. If 
the color is off, he won’t even 
smell it, much lees taste it. 
N ext, lie smells the w ine and 
grades the bouquet. He does this 
by sw ishing it around in the glass. 
The m ore the inside of the glass is 
coated w ith the stuff, th e greater 
the bouquet. 
Now he is ready to taste. 
“I swish it around in my m outh,” 
he says. “ I draw in air over it. I 
breathe out through m y 
nose. 
T hat’s im portant because m uch of 
the taste is in the nose. Some wines 
seem good when they first hit you 
but they don’t have a persistent 
flavor as the taste leave you.” 
Now he thinks about w hat he’s 
just tasted. About the fruitiness of 
the flavor and the specific grape 
involved, about possible flaws, a- 
bout w hether it’s too old or too 
young (A lsatian S.vlvaner Wine, 
for exam ple, should be under five 
years; after that it loses its fru iti­ 
ness), about balance or w hether the 
w ine is too acidic. 
He doesn’t like to be asked whieh 
tvpe of wine he likes best. “It’s 
like,” he says, “asking a m an which 
of his four children he likes best.” 
Schoonm aker, now is 45 and 
favors crew haircuts and bowties, 
got into wines by way of the new s­ 
paper business. He had alw ays 
loved w ine and as a correspondent 
in Paris he 
m ade a 
hobby 
of 
travelling to French vineyards and 
collecting all kinds of data on the 
subject. 
Back in the U nited States after 
the repeal of prohibition, the New 
Yorker M agazine was looking for 
a wine expert. Schoonm aker was 
retained for a series of 20 articles. 
Soon after, he w ent into business 
for him self, as an im porter. 
Off w orking hours, he drinks 


and swallows a lot of wine, about 
half from C alifornia and half im­ 
ported. 
“My wife and I love it,” he says. 


“We drink about 50 cases a year, 
which is a little below the French 
national average, but still pretty 
creditable.”
